We  do  not  guarantee  it  to  grow,  but  we  do  guarantee  that  it  leaves 
our  hands  in  good  condition.  If  any  stock  is  not  in  good  order,  or 
not  satisfactory,  on  arrival,  kindly  report  it  to  us  promptly  on 
receipt  of  same,  and  if  any  fault  of  ours,  or  of  the  stock,  we  will 
gladly  make  proper  adjustment.  Any  such  claim  should  invari-

WE  PAY  THE  FREIGHT,  EXPRESS  OR  POSTAGE,  except  as 
noied.  Prices  quoted  herein  are  at  the  Nursery.  We  will,  however, 
pay  the  freight  on  large  bales  and  boxes,  express  on  small  bales,  and 
postage  on  parcel  post  packages,  on  all  cash  orders,  amounting  to 
$10.00  or  more,  to  any  R.  R.  point  within  100  miles  of  Maryville. 
UnOor  that  amount  purchaser  must  pay  the  freight  or  express 
charges,  but  we  will  pay  the  postage  on  ALL  CASH  ORDERS  by 
parcel  post,  within  the  1ST  AND  2ND  ZONES,  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  order.  Only  plants,  grape  vines,  light  shrubs,  very  small 
trees,  etc.,  however,  can  go  by  parcel  post.  Express  rates  have  be- 
come so  high  that  they  are  now  practically  prohibitive  on  heavy  and 
moderate  sized  bales;  which  will  hereafter  be  sent  by  freight, 
(until  express  rates  have  been  modified.)  All  shipments,  whether 
by  freight,  express  or  parcels  post,  will  be  carefully  packed  so  as 
to  arrive  in  good  order,  even  if  by  chance  delayed  a little  in 
transit. 

OUR  TERMS  are  cash.  Check,  draft,  or  money  order  should  be 
sent  with  order.  We  will  ship  stock,  however  to  parties  of  known 
responsibility,  (or  who  give  satisfactory  references,)  with  the 
privilege  of  paying  the  bill  on  receipt  of  stock.
